Finland has suffered its most 
Serious reverse of the war but it 
is not beaten and it had anti- 
cipated the present offensive,

LONDON, (lP) — Russia’s capture 
of advanced positions before the

the isthmus front, the Russian ad-| 


vance does not foreshadow tho col- 
lapse of Finnish resistance or a 
Finnish debacle. 

So long as both ends of the Man- 
nerheim line remain firmly anch- 
ored by big gun batteries at Koi- 
, Visto Island on the Finnish right 
| flank and the Lake Ladoga batter- 
ies on the Taipale River on the left, 
| the Russians can not exploit their 
capture of forward Mannerheim po- 
sitions. 
| These heavy Finnish flanking 
{guns are still able to hurl a heavy 
| cross fire into the Soviet positions. 
| Moreover, on a large part of the 60- 
mile Mannerheim front, the Finns 
Still maintain their original posi- 
tions which have been punctured on 
comparatively narrow sectors.

Large Display Rooms, 
Modern Shop Featured 
In New Arrangements 


Answering the need for larger 
quarters due to increased business 
and added departments, Lewis & 
Lewis Plumbing, Heating and Sheet 
Metal Shop, this week formally open 
their new modern store at 553 Main 
Street, just east of the Telephone 
building.
